5 year prisioner in Viet Nam 

A special announcement in behalf of the ■ 
family of Lt. Everett Alvarez, Jr., longest, 
held prisoner of any war in the history of 
the United States. 

Lt. Alvarez has been held prisoner of 
war for more than five years by the North 
Vietnamese, having been shot down over 
the Bay of Tonkin on August 5, 1964. 

His family, including second-cousins, 
is scattered throughout the state of Calif, 
and for more than six weeks has circulated 
petitions that eventually will be forwarded 
to President Nixon requesting the release 
of the California born pilot of the U.S. 
Navy. 

The petition-drive has had wide su¬ 
pport throughout the state, specially in 
Salinas where young Alvarez was born and 
attended high school and in the Santa 
Clara Valley where he received a degree 
in electrical engineering from the Univer¬ 
sity of Santa Clara. Thousands of signa¬ 
tures are coming in from the Los Angeles- 
San Diego area and also from the San 
Diego area and also from the San Francisco 
Bay Area. Some petitions have been 
signed from as far away as Texas.
